It abounds id vivid 
descriptions of scenery In tiie tropics, 
aud in interesting facu concerning 
tropical people. Tbe twelve illustra* 
tions give an added cliarm lo the 
article. A second paper will appear in 
the August number. 

"’The Great American Desert,” by 
Frank H. Spearman, b an article 
devoted to a description of tbe fertility 
and charms of tbe Btatea of Kansas 
and Nebraska— onoe supposed to be 
about as barren spots as could be found 
iu North America. Now they blossom 
like tbe rose, and flourish like the 
green -bay tree. Mr. Spearman, among 
other things, describes tbe operaiioii 
of the land laws and the methods of 
eastern trust companies in making 
Western loans.

Mr. Warner furnish- 
es many valuable statbtics concerning 
Ohio, Indiana and Illitiob, gives some 
items of personal news, and describes 
with much' effect his observation iu 
the Natural Gas Regions. 

“Tbe Street Trees of Washington,” 
contributed by Peter Henderson, con- 
tains many interesting statistics con- 
cerning one of tbe charms of the Na* 
tioual Capitol. Tree-culture seems to 
have lieeu IntelligeDtly carried os 
with gratifying results. 

Under the direction of W. M. Flin- 
ders Petrie the reader of “The Grand 
Tour— Three Thousaud Years Ago” 
is taken to visit (he ancient world 
(3,000 years ago) at the time the vari- 
ous races were becoming civilised be- 
gan to have relations with one another.

In “Maiwa’s Revenge,” H. Rider 
Haggard introduces old Allan Quater- 
main to tlie public once more iu a 
glorious elepbaut liuiit iu Africa, with 
otlier romaiilic adventures thrown in, 
wliich furnish an excuse fur much 
fascinating fighting. Part II (aud the 
end) of thb story b reserved for the 
August number. “In Far Lachaber,” 
by William Black, aud “Annie Kil* 
burn,” by W. D. Howells, do uot con- 
tain a dull line. The cliarmingly ten- 
iler dialect story, ‘“Old Mias’ and 
‘Bweellieart,’ ” b by H. B. Edwards. 

A. £. Abbey has illustrated keauti- 
fully the old English soog, “Jockey lo 
the Fair,” and tbe leader will linger 
long over bb admirable work.
